TDK DEBATE OS AUSTRALIAN 
CORN. 

We duly kppreciait the public spirit tif 
Mr Luwk ia having twice addreued hint* 
aelf, with hi. accmtiimed ability and 
Mai, to tin ijii'-ticin "f t>ur Cvru Latw 
Grievance ; bui we lament that hit elo- 
quence auJ hit earurilnfu were nut, un 
thia »cod(| occasion, more effectually 
luppotted by hit judgment. The great 
object which he ihtiuld have aoughl to 
accuoipliah, in inlrtaduciDg the subject 
mi. i the Legislative Cuuncil, waa a perfect 
unanimity of co-upergtiurt between al! 
pariitf. The cardinal principle uf hi. 
prupoiilior) — that Amlralian rorn U nut 
leu entitled than that of Canada, tu 
dee adiniuion into th* mother country — 
wai one upon which it waa acaicely poa- 
aibie there could be any difference. Both 
hi* tpcech and hit petition, thi 1 at tar t*< 
pexially, ought, therefore, la have (ttirli- 
uusly precluded every topic not imtnedi- 
•lely ideiitihed with that principle. To 
hia opening tpetck, indeed, this prudent 
forbearance muit in a great nteaaure be 
auributetl. The honorable and learned 
gentleman ipuke with a clearnew, a pre- 
ciaitin, In energy, and a moderation, 
which proniiird to secure for his project 
a peaceful and unanimous acceptance. 
Hi* prtiti-at, however, which muit 
have hat) all the benefit of calm 
closet meditation, and which on 
that account ought to have excelled hie 
speech in the quality of prndence, con- 
tained a paragraph which the moat ordi- 
nary sagaciiy might have foreseen would 
be an apple of diacnttl. The passage 
al ud. d lo, and which alone defeated for 
the present the whule of Mr. Lowf's 
labnurs, waa the following -.— 

" That Canada enjova responsible Go- 
vernment, while the Colonial Office will 
not even suspend it* decisions to give your 
petitioner* a hearing." 

Now Mr. Lows muit have been well 
aware, that to a considerable proportion 
of the Council this same theory of respon- 
sible Government was a thing uioal uffen- 
atve. The paragraph waa defended by 
Mr. Win navik and other* on the ground 
that it wa* so shaped » to be, not a de- 
batable propotititin, but a mere utatement 
uf unquestionable facts. Nut so : for in 
affirming that Canada <• njogt" responsi- 
ble Government, it beg* the whole ques- 
tion upon which the parties are at iitut. 
(f Canada wjot/t thia loii uf Government, 
U must in her estimation be beneficial . 
and the implication of the passage cleaily 
is, that we should enjuy it loo. Neither 
one nor the olhrr is an " unquttttonublt 
foci." There are many who question 
whether the measure has been beneficial to 
Canada in any true aeute uf the word; 
and who more than queattun whether, in 
uur present stage of social advancement, it 
could do us any ktui of good whatever. 
But for thi. unf>rtunal« passage, the peti- 
tion iv. n \i no doubt hive been received 
with acclamation, As it was, two motinna 
sprang up, the issue of which, though 
each uf thein weut mtiely to point* of 
form, was, that no petition at all was 
aiiopted- 

To obviate any miaunderiUnding which 
the peruaal of this article in England 
might otherwise cause, we must explain 
ihe course lhal I lie Council look. Mr. 
Lowi's first rtaulutiun, that the Council 
sltuuld resolve itself inlo Committee In 
consider a Petition to the Huuse of Com-

We have aomelimes felt it our duty to 
reprobate Mr. Lov.it'> attack* upun'ilie 
head of unr Government. In the present 
ijiitlancr his attack is well grounded, and 
wr are bound to second it— having, in- 
deed, already expressed our regret, *otne 
days ago, lhal the Govkinok ahuttld have 
betrayed so lamentable an indifference to 
the wauls and wiihes of the colonists in 
this particular. The petitions sent home, 
praying fn f the boon (or rtuher rtjrAfJ in 
question, by South Australia and Van 
Piemen'. Laud, " bad" said the honorable 
and learned member, " been backed by the 
recomnieodaliona of their Governors. He 
regretted that such had not been the case 
with this colony , that the Govkskor here, 
although a free tiader, one who had done 
him*elf the honour, for *uch it was, to 
my, wheu this Council proposed to 
put a protective duty un wheat, that he 
would rather give up his government than 
consent to it ; he regretted, he said, that 
the UovxxHoa had unhappily not acted 
upon ihe same principle in thi* case; 
whether the reasnn waa that Ihe Colonial 
Minister, Lord Srt\irv . was known lo be 
the staunch supporter of the corn tuuno 
poly in all its a ham ma tin us. or whether 
any other reason might have existed, Me 
pWfftW oftkit CoHKit were vnbatktti by 
f*e GotERKoa." 

Of this last fact wa enabled our readers 
to judge for themselves, by repuhliahing, 
in our paper of the lllh instant, the de- 
spatch with which Hi* Excsuxcncv trans- 
mitted the petition* of last year lo Lord 
Stahlky. la that despatch, not one 
syllable, direct or indirect, wu advanced 
iu our favour l art uminoua iilen.ee ! from 
which the noble Simnuv would infer 
either that Sir Gannon Gisw deemed the 
prayer of the petiliuneri too insignificant 
to be noticed by bim, or that he was of 
opinion the prayer ought nut tube granted 
—that Australian curn eugkr to be inter- 
dicled from the British market ! 

Contrast this callous indifference un the 
part of Sir GBoaufGippa with the gene- 
rous interceuions of Sir Eaanutv Wiluot, 
of Van Diemen's Land, Governor Hirr, 
of Western Australia, and Governor UkKv, 
of South Australia.
